Once  again  I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your 
information  my  56th  Annual  Report  as  your  urveyor  and '  Sanitary  Inspector, 
giving  details  of  work  carried  out  in  my  department  during  the  year 

ended  31 3 t  December,  1942. 

I  am  not  permitted  to  include  in  my  report  certain 
details  of  tne  work  executed,  but  I  hope  that  at  the  termination  of 
the  war  it  will  be  possible  to  issue  a  re port detailing  developments 

during  the  war  years. 

Subject  to  this ,  tne  outstanding  details  of  the  year 
have  been  the  work  in  connection  with  salvage  of  Vast©  and  Dormant 
Materials,  a  survey  of  unnecessary  railings,  the  supervision  of  milk 
supply*  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  and  water  supply. 

In  reference  to  repairs  of  houses,  it  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  much  maintenance  work  has  been  car-rieti  out,  although 
the  work  of  reconditioning  of  houses  ha3  been  strictly  curtailed  in 
view  of  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials.  It  is  my  duty  to 
point  out  that  difficulties  of  securing  even  essential  repairs 
are  increasing*

517  inspections  of  sewage  disposal  works  have  been  made  which 
compares  with  356  for  the  previous  year.  From  this  it  can  be  gathered 
that  greater  supervision  has  been  required.  The  difficulties  of 
maintaining  the  works  to  give  a  satisfactory  sewage  effluent  are 
increasing,  and  labour  difficulties  have  aggravated  the  problem, 
oimilarily  tne  disposal  of  the  ever  increasing  quantity  of  sludge 
is  greatly  accentuated  by  the  shortage  of  labour. 

The  position  so  far  as  sewage  disposal  is  concerned  in 
several  parishes  gives  rise  to  disquiet,  and  I  must  place  on  reed'd 
the  need  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  facilities  at  the  termination 
of  the  w  r  in  tne  parishes  of  Long  Marston,  Valton  and  North  Rigton, 
and  the  improvement  of  disposal  methods  at  Thorparch  and  fCirkby  Overblow .

a.  ,'etherb.y  fl.p.C.  Generally,  the  Council's  Services  were 
satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year.  The  new  bore-hole  at  Long 
darston  has  bean  brought  into  use  and  is  giving  every  satisfaction. 

The  Gicklinghall  pumps  are  loosing  efficiency  due  to  wear,  but  in 
view  of  the  cost  of  renewal  it  has  been  decided  to  allow  them  to 
run  until  an  uneconomic  drop  in  efficiency  is  reached.  The  new 
stand-by  pump  has  been  delivered  and  is  in  storage.  It  has  been 
necessary  also  at  Gicklin&hall  to  order  a  new  electric  control  panel 
in  view  of  defects  whicfi  are  becoming  apparent  in  the  present  apparatus.

This  work  is  important  in  view  of  the  Government  policy 
for  increasing  the  quantity  of  milk  produced,  and  X  have  been  co-opted 
as  a  member  of  the  &ilk  Production  .oub— Committee  of  the  local  ?ar 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  I  have  also  been  appointed  as 
deouty  re prerent at ive  of  the  an it ary  Inspectors'  association  on 
the  County  ar  executive  agricultural  Committee,  ilk  Production 
an i  Testing  Cub-Committees. 


1292  inspections  of  cowsheds  and  282  inspections  of  dairies 

have  been  made  during  1942, 

15  defective  cowsheds  have  been  repaired  and  of  these 
8  have  been  fully  reconditioned,  2  unfit  cowsheds  have  been  closed, 

4  dairies  repaired  and  5  dairies  provided.  A  number  of  unregistered 
premises  were  found  to  be  producing  milk.  A  warning  has  been  issued 
in  each  case  and  the  necessary  steps  taken  to  secure  that  the 
premises  were  satisfactory.  X  also  found  several  cases  whore  the 
cooling  of  mil*  during  the  winter  months  has  not  been  carried  out, 
and  I  am  taking  steps  to  ensure  that  all  producers  realise  the  need 
for  continuing  to  c >ol  even  in  the  cool  weather. 

Difficulties  of  securing  minimum  structural  requirements 
are  great,  and  in  many  cases  temporary  registration  has  been  agreed 
to  for  tne  war  period  only.  The  shortage  of  labour  has  caused  a 
marked  reduction  in  the  standard  of  cleanliness  and  efforts  are  being 
made  to  combat  this  retro  Fade  tendency. 


110  dirty  cow  teds,  21  dirty  dairies,  2 7  cases  of  dirty 
animals  and  18  cases  of  dirty  milk  stools  have  been  dealt  with. 

There  are  now  288  farms  registered  for  the  production  of 
milk  in  the  district  with  519  cowsheds  accommodating  4,647  cows.  The

The  duties  which  come  under  this  heading  are  water-works  and  sewer 
repairs,  Repairs  of  war-damaged  Property,  War-time  Mortuaries, 

Food  Decontamination,  Air-raid  Shelters,  Emergency  Petrol  Supplies, 
Requisitioned  Property  Surveys  for  evacuation  and  other  purposes, 
Salvage  of  household  goods  and  co-operation  with  the  military.  For 
security  reasons,  no  details  of  the  work  under  this  heading  can  be 
given  at  the  present  time. 

Rail in. *s  survey.  Under  Emergency  Powers  (Defence)  Regulations,  a 
survey  of  unnecessary  railings  has  been  nmde,  but  on  instructions 
from  the  Directorate  of  the  inistry  of  Salvage  and  Recovery,  the 
prep'  ration  of  a  further  supplementary  schedule  was  in  progress  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  These  surveys  have  ent  iled  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  for  the  staff  of  my  department.

At  the  end  of  1942,  50  public  filling  stations  were  licenced 
by  the  Council  with  a  total  capacity  of  40,610  galls.  There  is  now 
only  0D9  Calcium  of  Carbide  licence  covering  a  storage  of  800  lbs. 

PUBLIC  CLAUSING  a  :Q  SALVAGE  ’ OF  PAoTL  MATERIAL. 

Full  details  of  salvage  and  public  cleansing  work  are  given 
in  the  attached  tables.  Luch  difficulty  was  experienced  in  renewing 
the  annual  scavenging  contracts,  and  by  reason  of  this  tne  Council 
decided  to  purchase  a  ’cammell  6  cub. yd.  refuse  freighter  which  is 
due  to  be  delivered  in  1943*  During  the  year  370  inspections  and 
visits  were  made  for  public  cleansing  purposes  and  406  visits  in 
connection  wits  salvage,  it  is  becoming  more  difficult  as  the 
war  progresses  to  maintain  the  tips  and  the  collection  of  household 
refuse  in  accordance  with  tae  pre-war  standard. 
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
